ADMITS PRINTING 
70 BOGUS CHECKS 
OF ST.LOUIS FIRM 


Centralia (Ill.) Printer Ar- 
rested There—Two Oth- 
er Men Held Here Say 
They Cashed 40. 


Emil Schenk, a Centralia (IIl.) 
printer, was arrested there today 
and brought to St. Louis after he 
admitted printing more than 70 
spurious Fruco Contruction Co. 
payroll checks, 40 of which were 
admittedly passed by two men al- 
ready under arrest here. 

One of the two nreviously ar- 
rested, John Wilson Rymer, 4¢4- 
year-old former convict, told po- 
lice he obtained more than $3000 
from the checks, which he divided 
with the other man, Marsh C. 
Miller, 31, Rolla (Mo.), mechanic. 

Schenk told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he had printed imitation 
Fruco checks on two occasions 
for Miller. Miller told police he 
had arranged for their purchase, 
but said Rymer was the one who 
had cashed them, 

Schenk, 52, was arrested this 
morning at his commercial print- 
ing shop as he handed over to 
City Detective Lester Canning 30 
Fruco checks and six fraudulent 
draft registration cards which 
Canning, using a fictitious name, 
had purchased the night before. 

Told a warrant charging second 
degree forgery was on file against 
him in St. Louis, Schenk waived 
extradition. He was brought back 
by Canning, Detective Hilbert 
Hungate, Sergt. Timothy Moloney 
and a Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation agent. 

To get Schenk to agree to print 
the checks, Canning said, he con- 
vineed the printer that he was 
trying to escape police. The pur- 
chase price was $75, which was 
marked and recovered at the time 
of the arrest. 

No warrants have been issued 
yet against Rymer, formerly of Sul- 
livan, Mo., or Miller, who formerly 
lived in St. Louis. Five other wom- 
en and two men, arrested in the 
course of the police investigation, 
are also héld, without charge. 

Detective Canning said the 
checks which Schenk printed for 
him bore minute changes in de- 
sign to coincide with alterations 
made by the Fruco company after 
it learned last December that 
bogus vouchers were in circula- 
tion. The spurious plate was con- 
fiscated. 


DELAY IN SUGAR RATIONING 
UNTIL APRIL INDICATED 


Amount to Be Allowed Each Indi- 
vidual Per Week Not Yet 
Decided. 


WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP). 
—Sugar rationing probably will 
not become 6ffective until some 
time next month, the Office of 
Price Administration indicated to- 
day, 

Details of the program still must 
be worked out, officials said, and 
a decision to put industrial allot- 
ments on an individual basis will 
require additional time. Originally 
it was proposed to make a flat re- 
duction in the amount of sugar 
used by various industries. 

The weekly amount of sugar to 
be allowed each domestic consum- 
er and the final dates for consum- 
er registrations have not been de- 
cided. The OPA said the weekly 
individual ration probably would 
be eight or 12 ounces, depending 


A budget of $21,521,686 for the 
1942-43 fiscal year, or $204,008 leas 
than. the amount spent by all city 
departments in’ the closing fiscal 
year, was submitted to the Board 
of Estimate’ and Apportionment 
yesterday by Budget Director Er- 
win G, Schubkegel. 

Department heads had requested 
$24,025,663, but their requests were

of city income must be found. 

Largest cut was in the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare, headed 
by former Gov.

Caulfield’s request for $7,060,518 
was sliced to $5,530,521, a decrease 
of $1,529,996, or $112,894 less than 
the amount spent in the depart- 
ment in the closing fiscal year. 

Other Reductions. 

Other departmental requests 
substantially reduced by the Budg- 
et Director included the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, from ,$3,- 
254,123 to $2,957,116; the Depart- 
ment of Streets and Sewers, from 
$2,106,887 to 1,823,427; the Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities, from $1, 
858,263 to $1,599,060,/ and miscel- 
laneous offices, fram °$2,354,063 to 
$2,252,393. 

The budget report did not in- 
clude a statement of estimated 
receipts. “This will be furnished,” 
Schubkegel said in the report, “as 
soon as the certificate of assessed 
valuation is receiv from the 
Assessor, and after the completion 
of the annual settlement with the 
Tax Collector, which is now in 
progress.” 

All departmental requests for 
automobiles and trucks were held 
in abeyance in drafting the bud- 
get, he said, because of the freez- 
ing by the Government of the sale 
of motor vehicles. This is being 
done, he said, “until it can be 
determined to what extent, and for 
what departments, permission can 
be obtained for such purchases.”

Boehm’'s conviction has been up- 
held by the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals and a review has been de- 
nied by the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

An application for probation 
probably will be filed in Boehm’s 
behalf by his attorney, John B. 
Leahy, in view of Boehm’s testi- 
mony for the Government in the 
recent trial which resulted in 
conviction of Union Electric Co. 
and Louis H. Egan, its former 
president, on charges growing out 
of the slush fund .practices. Un- 
der probation, the prison term 
would stand but would be sus- 
pended as long as the conditions 
of probation were observed. 

The penalty in Boehm’s case in- 
cludes a fine of $4000 in addition 
to the prison sentence.

The men inside tossed and 
sweated, with all the  portholes 
closed because of the blackout, and 
with only the ventilator systems to 
clear the air during fetid nights. 


More Move to Decks. 


As the nights grew hotter, more 
and more of the men and officers 
began pitching their blankets and 
lifebelts on deck, wherever they 
could find room to stretch out. 


At all hours we wore lifebelts 
when outside the cabins or holds. 
Exercise was impossible either by 
night or by day. The decks were 
always too crowded to attempt 
brisk walking and at night, going 
out for a breath of fresh air, one 
had to grope slowly in the star- 
light for fear of treading on some- 
one asleep. Food was plentiful, 
but water was rationed. 


Yet the men did not complain. 
They all seemed reconciled to the 
fact that it would neither be a 
short war nor an easy one. They 
knew the fight would be uphill for 
a while. 

Whatever their education, they 
realized that this war was their 
war in all parts of the world. And 
they are willing to fight it far 
away from home, knowing that if 
they didn’t their own land sooner 
or later might feel the heel of the 
invader. 

Departure From United States. 


The evening we left everyone 
went on deck. to watch twinkling 
lights slip down below the horizon 
and many of us wondered aloud 
when we would see home again. 
The hunches ranged from one year 
to five. Except for one small island 
we were not to see any land until 
we debarked. 


Except for slightly choppy seas 
and a day of so of ground swells 
at the beginning of our voyage the 
whole passage was smooth.

Economy Bloc Gets Re- 
duction of $56,510,000. 


WASHINGTON, March 14 (ap). 
~—Encouraged by success of the 
House economy bloc in. slashing 
$56,510,722 from the farm supply 
bill, Senate advocates of curbing 
non-defense expenditures awaited 
today their chance at the $771,555,- 
187 measire. 

“It's made a good start,” com- 
mented Senator Byrd (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, after the House disposed of 
the agriculture bill late yesterday 
by a voice vote at the end of nine 
days of debate. 

His reference was to the House 


reaction to recent recommenda- 
tions ofa special-economy commit- | 


tee he heads for reductions of 
$1,300,000,000 in non-essential ex- 
penditures. 

But farm bloc leaders have start- 
ed a campaign to have some of the 
more drastic House cuts restored 
in the Senate. Orie House member 
said the Senate not only would re- 
store some of the cuts but would 
increase the original amounts. 

The deepest reductions were in 
funds for rural rehabilitation work 
under the Farm Security Adminis- 
tration and for operations under 
the. Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant 
Act. The former was cut 25 mil- 
lion, and loan authorizations for 
the latter were pared by 20 mil- 
lion. 

The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee had shaved $5,000,000 from 
the loan authorizations of the farm 
tenant program before the House 
received the bill and had pared 14 
million from the rural rehabilita- 
tion program. . 

The House made no new cuts in 
the FSA loan authorization, but 
accepted a 50 million reduction rec- 
ommended for this item by the 
committee, leaving the figure at 70 
million. 

Another sharp cut was made by 
the House in travel expenses for 
the department’s varied activities, 
the total for this pu®pose being re- 
duced eight- million. 

In the bill as it went to the Sen- 
ate was the administration-op- 
posed clause prohibiting the sell- 
ing of Government-controlled sur- 
plus commodities at prices below 
parity. The House modified the 
bar to allow sales of commodities 
for relief, of deteriorated grains 
for feeding and for use in the pro- 
duction of alcohol, and of cotton 
for experimental purposes. 

Despite reports that this provi- 
sion might prompt the President 
to veto the bill, administration 
forces made no determined fight 
against it and there was little like- 
lihood the Senate, which earlier 
had approved separate legislation 
of the same nature, would remove 
the restriction. 

In all, the bill included loan au- 
thorizations aggregating 105 mil- 
lion dollars, direct appropriations 
of $648,170,517, and re-appropria- 
tions of $18,384,620. The total of 
$771,555,187 compares with direct 
appropriations of $1,127,623,854, re- 
appropriations of $26,209,866 and 
loan authorizations of 270 million 
for the present year, an aggregate 
of $1,423,833,720.

AN PEERE AND NOSE 
A SYMPHONY CONCERT 


Former Sings Six Arias—Lat- 
ter Used in Carl Eppert 
Novelty “Traffic.” 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

Jan Peerce, the American tenor 
who has reached the comparative 
fame of the Metropolitan Opera 


House via the Radio City Music 
Hall, made his first appearance 
in St. Louis yesterday afternoon 
as soloist with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra. Mr. Peerce con- 
tributed four operatic arias and a 
sentimental trifle called “The Jas- 
mine Door” to the afternoon’s pro- 
ceedings and then added two more 
arias for good measure. The au- 
dience received him with that spe- 
cial cordiality reserved for tenors. 

In his first aria, “Waft Her 
Angels,” from Handel’s Jeptha, he 
sang with restraint and dignity 
and made an appropriate effect. 
The “Prize Song,” from Wagner's 
Die Meistersinger, lacked poetic 
expansiveness, and the two other 
arias, “Je Crois Entendre Encore,” 
from Bizet’s “Pearl Fishers,” and 
“Celeste Aida” were neither very 
good nor very bad, so far as style 
was concerned. 

As for the voice, it is bright and 
trumpet-like in its upper reaches, 
but the lower tones do not carry 
well. Moreover, the emission of 
tone often sounded as if it were 
being accomplished by a great deal 
of muscular tension. Altogether, 
one can only say that Mr. Peerce 
has a better than usual voice 
which is imperfectly produced and 
that his artistic equipment is not 
outstanding. 

The orchestra under Conductor 
Golschmann reached a high level 
of expressive utterance in its per- 
formance of Schumann’s ungrate- 
ful Symphony No, 2 in C Major. 
Mr. Golschmann made the whole 
symphony interesting, if not ex- 
actly compelling, and in the Adagio 
Espressivo produced an effect of 
tense and deep-lying emotion. 

The orchestra also did well with 
Alevandre Tansman’s  arrange- 
ment of Bach’s: Toccata in D 
Minor and Strauss’ “Der Rosen- 
kavalier” waltzes. ‘ 

The novelty of the afternoon 
was a piece by Carl Eppert, an 
American composer, called “Traf- 
fic.” As the name suggests, it is 
all about a big city before the 
days -of tire rationing, and it is 
composed of many fascinating 
noises. In spite of the composer's 
statement that he was not striv- 
ing for onomatopoesy, the music 
falls into the same category as 
“Pacific 231," which is to say it 
has descriptive ingenuity but very 
little subjective effect. 

The. orchestra played it with 
conviction. 

The concert, which was given 
as usual in the Municipal Audi- 
torlum, will be repeated tonight.

READY 10 VOTE 


Veteran G. O. P. Senator 
Says He Has Made Up 
Mind After Hearing 5 
Days of Discussion. 


WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP) 
—The veteran Senator Hiram W. 
Johnson (Rep.), California, told 
reporters today that he was ready 
tovote now and to exonerate Sen- 
ator Langer (Rep.), North Dakota, 
on charges of moral turpitude, 
Johnson said he believed the 
case against Langer had been de- 
veloped sufficiently before the Sen- 
ate to permit nearly every member 
to make a decision. 
“I’m decided after listening for 
five days,” Johnson said, “I’m 
ready to vote now and to exoner- 
ate Mr. Langer.” , 
He added, however, he believed 
the debate would continue all next 
week, — 

The charges of moral turpitude 
on which the Senate Elections 
Committee voted 13 to 3 to deny 
Langer his seat have been out- 
lined to the Senate by Senator Lu- 
cas (Dem.), Illinois, in a speech 
that kept him on the floor for five 
consecutive days. 

Pro-Langer Speech Monday. 
Senator Murdock (Dem.), Utah, 
who signed the minority report fa- 
voring Langer, is scheduled to pre- 
sent his views Monday. 

Asserting he was hopeful that 
the discussion would end next 
weék, Langer said he expected to 
receive an almost unanimous vote 
seating him. He has been serving 
in the Senate with all the privi- 
leges of a Senator since he took 
his oath of office Jan. 3, 1941. He 
was seated “without prejudice” 
pending investigation of the 
charges. 

Murdock said he did not look 
for a vote before Thursday or Fri- 
day and thought the debate might 
continue into the following week. 

Charges by Lucas. 

. Acting for the committee, Lucas 
laid particular emphasis on 
charges that Langer had accepted 
$56,800 for farm lands he sold to 
a Des Moines (lowa) attorney who 
shared in profits from North Da- 
kota bond transactions in 1937 and 
1938, when Langer was Governor. 

He asserted Langer had sold 
$25,000 in “worthless” stock in a 
Mexican land company to an attor- 
ney for a railroad ‘interested in 
getting tax reductions while Lan- 
ger was Governor. 

He said Langer had paid $275 to 
Gale B. Wyman, son of the judge 
who presided over the trial in 
which Langer was acquitted on 
perjury charges in 1935. 

Lucas described the land sales 
as “stinking to high heaven,” said 
the payment to young Wyman was 
“despicable” and asserted Thomas 
Sullivan, Chicago, special attorney 
for the Great Northern Railroad 
in 1937 and 1938, was “no philan- 
thropist.” 

Lucas said he had no personal 
interest or malice against Langer 
but merely was upholding the in- 
tegrity and honor of the Senate.

CURB ON TYPEWRITER RENTALS 
LIFTED; CHARGES FIXED 


Plan Also Announced for Limited 
Sale of Used 
Machines, 

WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP), 
—The Office of Price Administra- 
tion today lifted restrictions on 
typewriter rentals and announced 
a plan for the limited rationing of 
used machines under temporary | 
price ceilings. 

The rationing will begin April 
13, with prices fixed at March 5 
levels. Rental charges also are 
fixed under a 60-day emergency 
ceiling, effective immediately. 

New typewriter stocks, now froz- 
en, are not affected by the OPA 
order, but it was said some new 
machines soon may be allocated.

The movements used in massage 
are named effleyrage, petrissage, 
and tapotement. Effleurage is a 
stroking movement with syste- 
- matic and deep stroking. Petris- 

sage is a complex movement—it 
consists of kneading the muscles. 
Tapotement is a percussion move- 
ment—tapping, clapping and beat- 
ing the —. — . 

BESIDES THESE, “most mas- 
seurs make joint movements, es- 
pecially in the case of the back 
and around the lower end of the 
. spine, they make the joints move 
more than they ordinarily would 
do in the average amount of ex- 
ercise. 

By these movements blood mass- 
es are displaced and are redis- 
tributed, especially in the muscles. 
Massage is therefore particularly 
useful in stiff muscles and mus- 
cular rheumatism and lumbago. It 
is also useful in chronic joint dis- 
ease and in the atrophy of mus- 
_ gles that occurs after convalescence 
and a long stay in bed and in in- 
fantile paralysis.

Only one West saw that there 
was no possible necessity for a 
spade opening. With three spades 
to the ace, West could not hope 
for a ruff and there were two 
separate reasons for failing to lead 


that East be given a chance to 
lead through the declarer to West's 
ace. 

Just as. there was no virtue in 
a spade lead, neither was there 
point in attacking the heart or 
diamond suit. And, as may be seen, 
a lead of either would have gal- 
vaged one precious trick for de- 
clarer. West clearly saw that there 
was on conceivable objection to 
a trump opening, and on that 
sound basis, led the eight of clubs. 
After that, declarer could not es- 
tablish a trick outside of his 
trumy suit, and thus had to con- 
cede a 500 point penalty.
